PREFACE 


A preliminary survey of bibliographies on adult education, published in September 1954 as 
Volume VI No. 7 of these Education abstracts, surveyed the documentary sources available to li- 
brarians and practising educators on adult education in twenty-eight countries as well as works 
dealing with this movement on the regional or international level, In addition to providing a guide 
to research, one of the purposes of this study was to survey the adequacy of national coverage 
given to adult education in existing literature as brought out in the bibliographies on it. 








There is an inherent difficulty in the term itself, since the closer it is examined, the less it 
is liable to valid definition or even delimitation. It flows over into formal schooling and general 
education and into a multitude of forms of expression and language or cultural equivalents: it can- 
not be claimed, for example, that adult education is an exact rendering in English of ''éducation 
populaire", 


Apart, however, from this congenital defect for the bibliographer the survey did point up 
great variation between countries in the information available about publications on adult educa- 
tion. It revealed, too, that in the majority of cases there was a dearth of information available 
to the student of movements in those countries. The introduction to the number went on to point 
out that, even in the fullest national entries, a simple bibliography failed to take account of the 
intimate relationship between adult education and the cultural-political forces in a country. 


One outcome of that first survey is this present essay, commissioned by the Unesco National 
Commission of the German Federal Republic. The study undertaken by Dr. Karbe was considered 
to be of national importance and it also seemed to the Unesco Secretariat to have a wider value 
j justifying separate publication. For not only does it provide a comprehensive guide to the litera- 
ture on adult education in one country, it also demonstrates one method of preparing national bib- 
liographies which corrects some of the defects noted in the Secretariat's previous survey. 













The material is presented, the reader will note, in essay form, This presentation follows an 
organic pattern taking its points of departure in the main from the subject taught or the group 
served, The whole is however related to the nature of German educational traditions, organiza- 
tional patterns and, in particular, to recent cultural and political history in Germany.

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AUTHOR'S FOREWORD 





A bibliography of German adult education makes evident a number of features which distin- 
guish this type of education in Germany from that in other countries: 






1, The expression 'Erwachsenenbildung" (adult education) has been taken over from Anglo- 
Saxon terminology, and in Germany is frequently treated as corresponding to the term '"Volk- 
shochschule" (people's university), which is Scandinavian in origin. This applies both to theory 
and practice. The result is a narrower concept of adult education than that which exists in other 
countries, 









To some extent this is caused by a difference in historical evolution, The German "Volk- 
shochschulen" were established with the assistance of the universities, and then gradually became 
independent institutions; as this process developed, they unconsciously tended to consider them- 
selves as the only instrument in adult education. Consequently adult education theory has for the 
most part been concentrated on the Volkshochschulen, to the exclusion of other forms and institu- 
tions in which it is to be found, 
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2. During the years 1933-1945, there was no free popular education in Germany. All educa- 
tional activities were subject to National-Socialist ''Gleichschaltung" (political co-ordination) and 
thus inspired by National-Socialist ideology; this was the pattern for the educational work both of 
organizations and of the Volkshochschulen themselves, This break in the continuity of free popu- 
lar education resulted in a corresponding break in the literature on adult education, and the dis- 
tinction between "earlier" and "later" literature in Germany - and in Austria - can thus be identi- 
fied with definite periods of time. 


The subject has, therefore, deeper significance in Germany than in other countries where 
there has been no break in educational development: it is bound up with the problem of restoring 
what existed, in theory or in practice, before 1933. This bibliography includes references to li- 
terature published before 1933, but concentrates for the most part on that published after 1945. 
The material has, however, been selected with a view to giving a fairly comprehensive survey of 
adult education in Western Germany. 


3. Neither the earlier nor the later literature on German adult education is very substantial 
so far as the number of books is concerned, The vast majority of works are in the form of ar- 
ticles in periodicals, or of pamphlets. 


It is symptomatic of the very loose connexion between adult education and the universities 
that the latters' research into the science of teaching is very little concerned with the problem of 
adult education, the theory of which is formulated and written about by the educators themselves 
on the basis of their practical experience - hence the particularly close relationship between 
theory and practice, 


Another reason for the lack of material published in book form is the heavy work load car- 
ried by adult educators who, although nearly all of them have received academic training, have 
little time to write books. For this reason even the periodical, Die Deutsche Volkshochschule, 
which was intended to take the place of Freie Volksbildung, had to cease publication after the first 
two numbers, since it was impossible to find sufficient contributors. 








A final factor is the actual form taken by German adult education, Today, as in the past, it 
consists mainly of talks, conferences, meetings and courses, the results of which are recorded 
in a large series of reports published in periodicals,

PERIODICALS AND SERIAL PUBLICATIONS ON ADULT EDUCATION 


Practically no bibliography on German adult education exists west of the Elbe. A useful bib- 
liography, compiled by Werner Dube and Giinther Heinke, has been published in the Soviet occupa-

There is, in addition, a ''Bibliographie der Dissertationen" (Bibliography of theses) on adult 
education and educational theory, the Volkshochschule, public libraries, etc., compiled by Rudolf 
Reuter (Leb. W., vol. II, No. 3, June 1953)(1), 


Another bibliography by Rudolf Reuter is in preparation: Erwachsenenbildung, | Bucher und 
Zeitschriftenaufs¥tze, eine Auswahlbibliographie (Adult education: a selected bibliography of 
books and articles from periodicals), to be published by Verlag Der Léwe, Cologne, in the autumn 
of 1954, According to information received from the author, this bibliography, running to 160 
printed pages, covers only the period up to 1933, Literature of the earlier period is therefore 
given only passing mention in the present document.

ON THE HISTORY OF ADULT EDUCATION 


In his work Die PHdagogische Bewegung in Deutschland und ihre Theorie (The educational 
movement in Germany and its theory), 3rd. ed. Frankfurt/Main, Verlag Schultze-Bulmke, 1949, 
240 p. DM. 8,50, H. Nohl gives an excellent introduction to the problems with which popular 
education has recently been concerned. While this author surveys the whole educational field, 
and adult education as a part of it, F. Bl¥ttner gives a brief description of a century of popular 
education in Germany in "Ein Jahrhundert Volksbildungsarbeit in Deutschland", Protokoll des 1, 
Dozentenseminars des Landesverbandes der Volkshochschulen in Schleswig-Holstein, Kiel, 1953, 
47 p. Earlier works on the history of popular education are those of R. von Erdberg, "50 Jahre 
freies Volksbildungswesen" (50 years of free popular education), Volk und Geist, (Schriften des 
Vb. - Archivs, No. 3), Berlin, 1924, 87 p. and J. Tews, Flinfzig Jahre deutsche Volksbildungs- 
arbeit (50 years of popular education in Germany), Berlin, Verlag Gesellschaft fur Volksbildung, 
1921, 84 p. To these may be added a dissertation by P. Steinmetz, Die deutsche Volkshochschul- 
bewegung (The evolution of the German Volkshochschule), Karlsruhe, Verlag G. Braun, 1929, 
136 p. More recently W. Flitner has produced "Die Theorie des freien Volksbildungswesens seit 
75 Jahren" (The theory of free popular education during the last 75 years) in Bildungsfragen der 
Gegenwart, Festschrift fiir Th. BYuerle, Stuttgart, Verlag Klotz, 1953, 344 p., DM. 28,-; and 
the same author has made an important contribution to the history of adult education in his work 
"Der Hohenrodter Bund und die gegenwirtige Situation in der deutschen Erziehung" (The 'Hohen- 
rodter Bund" and the present state of German education), Fr.

The following biographies mark the beginning of a badly needed collection of sources for infor- 
mation on the history of adult education in Germany: that on Franz Angermann by E, Weitsch in 
Fr. Vb. No. 2, 1947; on Carle Heinrich Becker, (No. 7 in the series Bausteine der Volkshoch- 
schule, Brunswick, Verlag Westermann, 1946, 20 p.); on Axel Henningsen by K. Meissner in 
Bl. f. Eb., No. 4, 1953; on Adolf Reichwein by H. Bohnenkamp (Brunswick, Verlag Wester- 
mann, P&dagogische Studien, Heft 1, 1949,; and on Eduard Weitsch by P. Steinmetz in K,A,, No. 
5, 1953, Eduard Weitsch himself, in his book Dreissigacker, die Schule ohne Katheder (Dreissi- 
gacker, the school without desks), Frankfurt/ Main, Verlag Stichnote, 1952, 210 p., DM. 8,50, 
gives an account of his personal experiences which is of considerable historical value, 














Monographs on individual popular education institutions have been published only sporadically 
up to the present. The ''Hessische Landesverband fllr Erwachsenenbildung", Frankfurt, published 
in its periodical Vb.i.H. (Nos. 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 1951), a series of articles under the general title 
"50 Jahre Volksbildung in Hessen" (50 years of popular education in Hesse). The Berlin Volk- 
shochschule sponsored J. Hartmann's study on Die Volkshochschule Berlin, Flinf Jahre Erwach- 
senenbildung 1945-50 (The Berlin Volkshochschule, five years of adult education, 1945-50), Ber- 
lin, Verlag Heymann, 1951, 72 p., DM. 1,80. A. Henningsen has written on Die Entwicklung der 
schleswig-holsteinischen Heimvolkshochschulen (The evolution of the Schleswig-Holstein "Heim- 
volkshochschulen’), Schleswig-Holstein, 1950; and Engelhardt on Fredeburg-seine Geschichte, 
seine Umgebung, seine Bildungsarbeit (Fredeburg - its history, surroundings, and educational 
work), Ratingen, Verlag Aloys Henn, 1950, 128 p. 




















The most important sources for material on the history of adult education prior to 1933 are 
the Berichte und Jahrblicher (reports and yearbooks) of the ''Deutsche Schule fiir Volksforschung 
und Erwachsenenbildung", the ''Hohenrodter Bund" or the "Archiv filr Erwachsenenbildung". Here 
is to be found, for instance, the 'Prerower Formel" (Prerow Formula) of 1931, which sets forth 
the principles that were adopted at that time by the authorities of the Volkshochschulen, There is 
at present a lack of source material on recent developments, but P. Wilpert has written on the 
first German conference on popular education, 'Erster Deutscher Volksbildungstag 1951", in 
VHS i. H., No. 7, 1951.

SCIENTIFIC BASES OF ADULT EDUCATION 


I, Educational theory 





After the war W. Flitner, in his work Die abendl¥ndischen Vorbilder und das Ziel der Erzie- 
hung (Western ideals and the aim of education), Bad Godesberg, Verlag Klpper, 1947, 167 p., 
DM. 5, 80, again raised the question of the meaning of education in general, and gave his rea- 
soned conclusions from the Christian and humanistic point of view. Philosophical principles have 
also been discussed from the socialist point of view by K. Herrmann in his article 'Humanis- 
tische und sozialistische Bildung" (Humanistic and socialist education), Fr. Vb., No. 3, 1947. 





On the whole, however, the traditional ideal of education finds greatest favour with such au- 
thors as R. Buchwald in "Das klassische Erbe und die Volksbildungsarbeit" (The classical heri- 
tage and popular education), Fr. Vb., No. 1, 1947, K,M, Krug in "Vom Wesen des Bildungs- 
auftrags in unserer Zeit"' (The task of modern education), Vb.i.H., No. 12, 1952; and T. 
Biuerle in 'Freiheit und Verantwortung in der Volkshochschule” (Freedom and responsibility in 
the Volkshochschule), Vb. i. H.,No. 7, 1953. 


In the same post-1945 period, fresh discussion arose on the special educational needs of the 
German adult as an individual, as exemplified by: F. Fendt, 'Aufriss eines deutschen Bildungs- 
planes" (Outline of a plan for German education), Kultur und Politik, No. 3, 1946; and by F. 
Usinger, "Deutsche Erziehung" (German education), Fr. Vb., No. 3, 1947, The discussion did 
not, however, become as widespread as had been the case in the post-1918 period. On the other 
hand, questions which have assumed increasing importance in connexion with the practical side of 
popular education in Germany are dealt with by F. Bluttner, Menschenbildung und Beruf (The 
education of the individual and his profession), Hamburg, Hanseatischer Gilden Verlag, 1947, 
231 p., and by T. Litt, Berufsbildung und Algemeinbildung, (Vocational training and general edu- 
cation), Wiesbaden, Verlag Brockhaus, 1947, 59 p., DM. 2.- 











Il, Psychology 


Material on educational psychology is mainly concerned with the child and the adolescent in 
their formative years and, except for character study, almost completely neglects the adult. The 
only work of note in this latter field is that of E, Spranger, "Zur Psychologie der Bildsamkeit des 
Erwachsenen" (The receptiveness of the adult to education) in Bildungsfragen der Gegenwart, 
Festschrift fllr Th. BYuerle, Stuttgart, Verlag Klotz, 1953, 344 p., DM. 28.- Social psychology, 
too, is a subject which has not as yet been greatly developed in Germany. In addition to the work 
by W. Hellpach, Sozialpsychologie (Social psychology), Stuttgart, Verlag Enke, 1946, 191 p., 
DM, 10,50, there are studies by A. Gehlen, 'Sozialpsychologische Probleme der Industriegesell- 
schaft" (Socio-psychological problems of industrial society), Schriften der Akademie Speyer, 
TUbingen, Verlag Mohr, 1949, 45 p., DM. 3,60, and by W. Beck Grundzlige der Sozial Psycho- 
logie (Characteristics of social psychology), Munchen, Verlag Barth, 1953, 175 p., DM. 16, 20. 
Apart from these more general works, we have special studies by F. Bl¥ttner, Die psychologis- 
chen Grundlagen der Volksbildungsarbeit (The psychological bases of popular education), Bruns- 
wick, Verlag Westermann, 1946, 23 p., (Bausteine der Volkshochschule, No. 8, DM, 1,20; and 
by H. Mugrauer, "Zur Psychologie der Erwachsenenschulung" (On the psychology of adult educa- 
tion), D, A, No. 1, 1950. With regard to adult education, the publications of the "Stdtisches 
Forschungsinstitut fiir Psychologie der Arbeit und Bildung" (Municipal Research Institute for the 
psychology of work and education) in Gelsenkirchen contain valuable contributions relating in par- 
ticular to the selection of students, the cinema, and the problems of intellectual work; five vo- 
lumes have so far appeared and are available, from the Verlag Aschendorff, Minster. 


























III. Soc iology 


Shortly after the end of the war, Anna Siemsen wrote on Die gesellschaftlichen Grundlagen 
der Erziehung (The social bases of education), Hamburg, Verlag Oetinger, 1948, 162 p,. DM. 
4,50, The social situation has also been analysed by Ludwig NeundUrfer in Unser Schicksal (Our 
destiny), Frankfurt/Main, Verlag Knecht, 1947, 180 p. DM. 5,-; and the future of industrial 
society is discussed by H. Schelsky in "Die Zukunftsaspekte der industriellen Gesellschaft", 
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Merkur, No. 71, 1953. The change in social structure, which must be considered in connexion 
with German adult education, has become most pronounced in rural districts. The "Agrar- 
soziale Gesellschaft", GUttingen, has devoted the greatest attention to these problems, and deals 
with them in a series of publications under the general title of Schriftenreihe fllr ldndliche Sozial- 
fragen (Series on social questions in rural areas), Hanover, Verlag Schaper. No, 7 in this se- 
ries, published in 1952, describes the tasks facing adult education: Landvolk in der Industrie- 
gesellschaft (The rural population in industrial society), The central problem in rural districts, 
that of the integration of German refugees, is discussed by Lemberg-Krecker in Die Entstehung 
eines neuen Volkes aus Binnendeutschen und Ostvertriebenen (The birth of a new people), Mar- 
burg, Verlag Elwert, 1950, and by No. 6 of the series on social questions in rural areas (see 
above), Die Eingliederung der Heimatvertriebenen Landwirte in die Westdeutsche Landwirtschaft 
(The integration of expatriated farmers into the agricultural system of Western Germany). Indi- 
vidual studies have been made by G. Hess, Wandlungen im Leben eines bayerischen Dorfes durch 
Kriegs - und Nachkriegszeit (Changes in the life of a Bavarian village during and after the war), 
Frankfurt/Main, Archiv der Deutschen Landwirtschaftliche Gesellschaft, Vol. 4, GUttingen, 
Landvolk-Verlag, 1949.

GENERAL PROBLEMS OF ADULT EDUCATION 


I, Cultural policy and the réle of the Volkshochschule 





Adult education in Germany is an instrument as well as a feature of cultural policy, It in- 
fluences the cultural life of society, and it has a clearly-defined relationship to the State and to 
the different communities. The main problem here is to reconcile the public financing of adult 
education with the need to safeguard its independence, Another question is the place of the Volk- 
shochschulen in the community, and their relationship to other public education institutions, All 
discussion of these questions in Germany is based on recognition of the cultural ''sovereignty" of 
the individual ''L¥nder" (provinces), which is zealously defended from Federal control, though 
there are always a few voices raised in favour of granting the Federation at least certain sove- 
reign rights; the following contribute to this discussion: A. Hennig, P. Luchtenberg and A. 
Slsterhenn, ''Gedanken um die klnftige deutsche Kulturpolitik'' (Some remarks on future German 
cultural policy), K,A,, No. 7, 1953; H. Vogts, "Die staatliche Volkshochschule" (The state 
Volkshochschule), K,A,, No. 3, 1950; G. Schroers, "Die kommunale Volkshochschule" (The 
community Volkshochschule), K.A,, No. 2, 1950; and J. Rudolf, "Die Verantwortung von Ge- 
meinde und Staat fllr die Erwachsenenbildung" (The responsibility of community and State for 
adult education), Schola, Mainz, Helios Verlags, 1951, (special issue).

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II. The universities and adult education 





The problem of the relationship between the universities and adult education is a complex one 
in Germany. 


Both the historical development of adult education (see Foreword), and the literature to which 
it has given rise have revealed the difficulties faced by the universities as instruments of adult 
education; as a result, adult education is now expected to contribute to the reform of the univer- 
sity system. This is shown by: F. Borinski, 'Universitdt und Volkshochschule" (University and 
Volkshochschule), K.A,, No. 7, 1949, and ''Was erwarten die Volkshochschulen von der Univer- 
sitdt'' (What the Volkshochschule expects from the university) Deutsche Universit¥tszeitung, No.

Adult education, in its relation to university reform, is particularly concerned with the stu- 
dent.

Attention has also been directed towards the problem of the interrelationship between science 
and adult education; this has been considered from the point of view of adult education as a sub- 
ject of scientific study - for example, K.G, Fischer, 'Erwachsenenbildung in den Studienplunen 
westdeutscher Lehrerfortbildungsst¥tten" (Adult education in the curricula of West German teacher 
training institutions), Leb.W., Nos. 3, 5, 1953. At the same time, scientific study has been con- 
sidered as part of the content of adult education, as in W. Koblitz's Der Bildungswert der Wissen- 
schaft"' (The educational value of science), K.A., No. 3, 1951. 


The lack of any basic and comprehensive publication on this subject in Germany is one of the 
most regrettable gaps in relevant German literature. Its absence is all the more keenly felt since 
the Universities of Kiel, Bonn, Marburg and Frankfurt have promoted classes on adult education 
under expert guidance, 


III, The aims and tasks of adult education 





Innumerable attempts have been made to classify the aims of adult education and the tasks 
confronting it. It is not always clearly indicated whether such attempts refer to adult education 
in the general sense, or solely to the Volkshochschulen. These aims and the means of achieving 
them are, however, set forth not only in the reports issued by every adult education conference, 
but in almost all the curricula drawn up two or three times a year by the Volkshochschulen, This 
has led to the constant repetition of the concept that the essential purpose of adult education is to 
provide a "guide to living", E. Weniger has summarized the various applications of this concept 
in his work on the universities and adult education, where he also discusses the question of the 
political significance of the Volkshochschulen, and reaches the same conclusions as H. Klippers, 
who doubts whether the Volkshochschulen are in a position to play a part in politics and considers 
that such activity should be reserved for the ''Arbeit und Leben'' (Work and Life), an association 
which acts as a link between the trade unions and the Volkshochschulen, The debate on this ques- 
tion between Borinski, Kllppers and Karbe is reported in Vb.i.H., Nos. 3, 6, 8, 9, 11, 1952. 
This is the central problem in all recent studies on the Volkshochschulen. Views on the subject 
vary: F. Borinski regards the Volkshochschule as serving a political and ethical purpose, as for 
example in the following works - ''Die mitblirgerliche Aufgabe und die Arbeit der freien Erwach- 
senenbildung in Deutschland" (Civic duties and the work of the independent adult education move- 
ment in Germany), Mund, No. 38, 1953, and Der Weg zum Mitblirger.

I, Relationship between the Volkshochschule and other branches of cultural life

1, Education and industry

is only recently and somewhat hesitantly that German adult education has begun to take an interest 
in this field. Therefore very few works exist on this subject; among those which have been pub- 
lished we may mention: O. Tellkamp, '"Wirtschaftspddagogik und Volkshochschule" (The teaching 
of economics and the Volkshochschule), VSH i.

2. Workers! education 





Free popular education and workers! education have always been closely associated in Ger- 
many. The German Volkschochschule has been, from its inception, anxious to serve the workers, 


This was still the case when, after the collapse of 1945, a completely new social situation emerged; 


the idea of class conflict had lost its force, but the movement for workers' emancipation was still 
in progress, The problem of workers' education thus assumed a new aspect, particularly as far 
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as the Volkshochschule were concerned. The following works are of interest in this connexion:

By this time the "Arbeit und Leben" association (Work and life) had been formed, a working 
link between the Volkshochschulen and the Deutsche Gewerkschaftsbund (German trade union 
movement). It came into existence in Lower Saxony, and was conceived as an entirely new form 
of workers! education. ‘Arbeit und Leben" has been discussed by H. Lotze, one of the founders 
of the association, in the following articles: "Arbeit und Leben, ein neuartiger Bereich der Volk- 
shochschularbeit" ("Arbeit und Leben", a new field for the Volkshochschulen), K.A., No. 8, 1949; 
"Arbeit und Leben", Dt. VHS, No. 1, 1950; '"Vorschldge zur Abgrenzung der Arbeit der Volk- 
shochschule zu der Arbeit von 'Arbeit und Leben'" (Proposals for confining the Volkshochschule's 
work to the activities of "Arbeit und Leben"), K,A,, No. 9, 1951. The theory and practice of 
"Arbeit und Leben" have, however, developed along different lines. W. Karbe, H. Kilppers and 
F. Borinski have adopted definite attitudes towards this question, in Vb. i. H., Nos. 3, 6, 8, 9, 
11, 1952; Karbe adheres to Lotze's basic conception, whereas Kllppers regards "Arbeit und Le- 
ben" as a general instrument of political education, and so refuses to recognize it as the task of 
the Volkshochschulen; Borinski, on the other hand considers the work of "Arbeit und Leben" to 
be essentially that of the Volkshochschulen and endeavours to justify this view.

(a) Politics 


It is only natural that, of the various subjects of study, politics should have received the 
most attention, for it is closely related to the central purpose of adult education in Germany.

II. Technical problems of organization 





Technical problems of organization in adult education, no less than general educational pro- 


blems, are the subject of very keen discussion inGermany. This is symptomatic of the struggle 
of adult education to win public acceptance, to achieve financial security and to reach wider cir- 
cles of the population. As regards statistics, factors which can be stated in statistical terms 
often give little indication of the educational value of the work, although statistics do provide a 
method of measuring the work that has been carried out.
